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W W.BROWN, PIONEER RESIDENT, PASSES TOWN COUNCIL HOLDS MEETING 


Gleichen Community lost one of its 
oldest residents in the sudden passing 
of Mr. Walter Williams brown on Sat 
urday afternoon. Mr. brown had cele- 
brated his 80th birthday on April 4 
of this year. 

Born in Brownsville, Ontario in 1867 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Enoch Burdick 
Brown, he was the sixth child in a 
family of nine in which the circle re- 


mained unbroken by death for 62 
years. Three brotliers and one sister 


predeceased him. 

He received his primary school edu- 
cation in Brownsville, later attending 
Teachers College at Tilsonburg amd 
teaching for a time at Summer’s Corn- 
ers School. This was followed by a 
course as Surveying Engineer in the 
University at Belleville where he was 
awarded a number of valuable and 
much coveted scholarships. 

In 1887 he was seized with a desire 
to join in the pinoneer life of the West 
securing passage by attending a load 
of live stock en route to Calgary. He 
first saw Calgary whe there were 
only a few scattered buildings where 


now stands the City ot the Foothills 
Here he met Whi elock of Okotoks 
and was hired to work on the Bar U 
Ranch. Luring his fii winter in the} 
est he worked with William Roper 
Hull killing Beef for the Indians. In 
the spring he returned to the Bar I 


Ranch and spent that summer driving 
horses to Wetaskiwin 


for Avgus Sparrow for about 10 years 
he bought 17 colts trom Sam Howe, |

WHEAT FROM THE AIR
